A MISCARRIAGE OF JUSTICE

Nzw Yorx, May 8.—The acquittal of Short upon 
the charge of assaulting Phelan, with intent to kill, 
was the universal topic of conversation amoug 
business men yesterday, and indignation at the 
verdict was generally expressed.

MICHIGAN'S CROP. 


The Conditions Favorable for an Increase 
Over Last Year. 

LansixG, Mick. May 8.—Reports received by the 

Secretary of State show the condition of the wheat 

crop in the Southern four tiers of counties 102 per 

cent of the condition of one year ago, 

compared with the vitality and growth of 


average years. The condition in the southern 
counties is 101 per cent and in the northern 
counties 99 per cent. These figures indicate an 
aggregate product of nearly 24.373 bushels. With 
favora le weather until harvest, it is believed the 
vield will exceed rather than fall below that amount. 
Of the area seeded, not more than 1 per cent will 
be plowed up because winter-killed or otherwise 
injured.

Being pleased with tae marked 
improvement in our o..ttle, and to continue it, I pur- 
chased another fine Jersey calf, for which I. myself, 
paid $100. The natural increase continued until 
we had from forty-five to fifty Jersey cows, the fin 
est milk herd in the State des a number of 
calves. In 1884 this animal was sold, aud tue bull 
bought in Illinois, for which the State p id $100, 
and uvfortunately proved to have pleuro-pneumo- 
nia, the source dt all tne trouble among cattle in 
tuis cqunty.” 

Mr. Atkinson, the steward, said that during the 
past eight years only $842 40 had been paid out of the 
asylum funds for he dairy herd, and that durio 
the sauie period the value of beeves slaughtere 
tor tue use of the institution, taken from the herd, 
was $3.044 23, at the contract price during those 
years, Thus it appears that there is a sum of more 
than $2,000 to the credit of the cattle fund.

The falsity of the position taken by the American 
Association is easiiy recognized when it is consid- 
ered that at the time it expelled“ Mutrie the latter 
was not connected with it iu any way. Months be- 
fore he left the Metropolitans and became manager 
of the New York League team. His possition as 
manager of the Metropolitans of the American 
Associa‘ion was taken by Mr. Gifford. The latter 
was at Pittsburg and was recognized as the man- 
ager of the Metropolitans.

Pre-Historic Dogs. 

In the Danish “kitchen middens,” or heaps of 
household refuse, piled up by the men of the Newer 
Stone period—a time when our Scandinavian fore- 
fathers used chipped or polished flints instead of 
metal for their weapons—are found bone-cuttings 
gelonging to some species of the genus Canis. Along 
with these remains are some of the long bones of 
birds, ali the other bones of the said birds being ab- 


sent. Now itis known that the brd bones here 

found are the very ones which dogs can not devour, 
while the absent ones are such as they can bolt with 
ease, and it has been ingeniously argued from this 
that the remains in question did — beiong 
to a domestic dog. as, if the animals to which they 
appertained hed been wo.ves, they would have 
made short work of the long bones as well as ot the 
others. Other dog bones are found in Denmark in 
later periods, At the time wheu the flint knives 
were succeeded by bronze a large dog existed, and 
at the time when iron was used one larger still. In 
Switzeriand, during the Newer Stone period, a dog 
existed which is probably the oldest of which we 
have any record. It “partook of the charac- 
ter of our hounds and settiers or spaniels, and, in 
the matter of its skull, was about equaily remote 
from the wolf and jackal.“ The 944 too, like its 
Danis! contemporary, was succeeded in the Bronze 
period by a larger variety. Thus we see thatat a 
time when our ancestors were living in dens and 


equal to that of the African or Australian aborigi- 
nies of the present day, the dog was already sys- 
tematicaliy kept and “selected,” that is, any good 
varieties which appeared were taken note of and 
kept up.—[Cassel’s Natural History.

H. M. CORVETTE CANADA. 


Another British War Ship Arrives in the 
New York Harbor. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, May 8.—New Yorkers will learn, not 
without surprise, this morning, that another British 
war ship has arrived here. H. M. Corvette Can- 
ada, of the North American and West Indies squad- 
ron, was sighted at 6 o'clock last evening, and 
anchored off Sandy Hook. A lieutenant was imme- 
diately sent up to the city on the pilot boat Loubat 
No. 16, with mails and dispatches for the British 
Consul, and also to consult with Captain Hand of 
the Garnet. The lieutenant went back ata late 
hour. The Canada isa comparatively new ship, 
having been launched from the Government dock 
yards since 1880, and is slightly larger than the 
Garnet. Shecarries fourteen guns, consisting of 


two 7-inch and twelve 64-pounders. and her speed 
is about fourteen knots an hour. Her officers are: 
Captain, Arthur C. Curtis; first lieutenant. Michaei 
P. O’Vallaghan: chaplain, the Rev. John H. perry 
staff surgeon, Henry Cox; paymaster, George A. 
F. C. Sceales. The crew number about the same as 
the Garnet's. The Canada is one of the nine steel 
and iron corvettes recently put in commission, 
BUILT MOSTLY OF STEEL 
sheathed with wood, and fitted with single screw 
propellers arranged for lifting. Her principal 
dimensions are: Length, 225 feet; breadth, 44 feet 6 
inches; depth of hold. 21 feet 6 inches; draught 
forward, 17 feet; draught aft, 18 feet 6 inches; 
displacement, 2,384 tons; coal supply, 860 tons. Her 
hull is built of steel, with the exception of the 
beams and frames, which are of iron; the decks 
and minor fittings, which are of wood, and the 
prow, stern, stern-post and after part of the Keel, 
which are of composition. Five water-tight bulk- 
heads extend from the keel to the upp er deck, and 
cofferdams of iron, two feet apart, are rebuilt 
round to the ends, and boilers, and magazines, with 
the view of keeping out shot whi may pass 
through the vesse.. There is also a steel deck, 1 
inches in thickness over the ehgines, boilers an 
magazines at about three feet above the load 
water line.

A OLEVER SCAMP. 


Henry R. Lawrence, Alias Kleecamp, of 
Chicago, Comes to Grief. 

New York, May 4.—The simple entry on the re- 
turns from the detective bureau at police head- 
quarters yesterday, “Henry R. Lawr ence, 27 years: 
German, speculator, arrested for larceny,” repre- 
sents the temporary winding up of a career that bas 
few parallels in the aunals of crime. Lawrence was 
brought to this city yesterday morning by Detect 
ive McCluskey, having been arrested two weeks 
ago in Chicago, at the instigation of Thomas Quin- 
lan, an Englishman, who says that he and his 
brother arrived in this city last Septe mber, having 
made the acquaintance of Lawrence on board the 
steamer. Upon their arrival he steered them to 
the Hotel Devonshire, where Thomas Quinlan de 

posited his funds, amounting to $950, in the safe, 


and took a receipt for them. Lawrence took the 
brothers around, and out of town as far as Pough- 

keepsie, managing to leave the impression upon them 
that he wasa person of distinguished connection. 

On the second day after their arrival Thomas had 

a business appointment with his uncle! Before sun- 
rise that morning Lawrence aroused Quinian in tue 
hotel, after having first possessed himself of the re- 

ceipt for Quinian’s deposit in the hotel safe and 

made him go with him to Central Park to enjoy the 

morning air. It was nearly 10 o'clock before Quin- 

lan remembered his engagement and hurried off to 

his unc.e’s house. When Lawrence had seen him 

safely on the way, he went back to the hotel, * 

sented the receipt, drew the money and took a 

steamer back to Europe the same day. On the 

wav over he added to his money by playing on an 

unsuspecting fellow traveler a similar trick, and 

then leisurely made a tour of the-continent, retura- 

ing to America a month or wwo ago. Inspector 
Byrnes bad, meanwhile, sent

to all the large cities in the union, asking for his 
arrest. It was developed that Lawrence's real 
name is Adolph A. H. Kieecamp and that he was 
originally a Chicagoan. He married a Miss Taylor 
of Rochelle, III., and soon after committed bigamy 
in Los Angeles, Cal, by marrying Nellie 
Richards, the daughter of a wealthy resident of 
that place. By 2 and swindling he possessed 
himseif of over $20, in the California tour and 
ran away to San Francisco. In San Francisco he 
posed asa member of a firm of jewelers in Los 
Angeles, and added $6,000 to his ill-gotten gains. 
Having sought out his deluded second wife on the 
pretense of explaining all, but really to rob her of 
ail she had, he fled, leaving her destitute, and this 
time went as far as Chicago, where he boarded in 
good style at one hotel after another, swindling 
them all. Whes that locality became too bot for 
him he journeyed to New York and found em- 
pioyment with Horace B. Winston, a publisher at 
¥34 Broadway. At the end of four months he col 
lected $700 due his employer and left suddenly. As 
a canvasser he had been known as Harry Sheldon. 
ln a single night he became Lord Pembroke and as 
such took passage for Europe on the steamer 
Belgenland. Among his fellow passengers there 
was a young St. Louisan, the son of a banker in 
the Western city, to whom the “Lord” attached 
himseif, with the result that when the two reached 
Paris Lord Pembroke” had the young man's draft 
for $5,000 in his pocket. He lost no time in cashing it 
at his bankers. Tosparethe young man the re- 
moise of confessing to his father that he bad been 
robbed, Kleecamp considerately cabled the fact 
himself to St. Louis, and added that he was in need 
of more money. When it came in shape of another 
draft, he cashed that also and left the town, leav- 
ing father and son to come to an understanding by 
cabie, it was on his return from this European trip 


that

led him back to Chicago, where Thomas Quinlan 
met bim on the street and caused his arrest. 
Requisition papers were sent on from New York, 
but the prisoner made a stubborn fight. There are 
humerous warrants for bis arrest besides those 
already mentioned. He is wanted in Indianapolis 
and m Kansas City for swindling. the former 
city he was arrested in an attempt to cash a forged 
check, but escaped from his captors. When caught 
in Chicago he was ou the point of star for hew 
Orleaus. Lawrence, alias Kleecamp, is a handsome 
sweil in appearauce, with a long, slixy blonde mus. 
tache. he is 6 feet tall, siender and very weil 
dressed. He speaks five languages fluently. His 
picture was taken aud placed in the rogues’ gallery.
